RARATOOA SPRIX08. X. Y., AnuuRt 14.— Tlio 
colors of Ijiwrcnoe Waterbury, a gentleman who 
is gathering together quite a formidable stable, 
will be seen in imblic for the first time here prob- 
ably the latter part of the Saratoga meeting. The 
Waterbury establishment, it is understood, is be- 
ing financed by^ a powerful Wall street combina- 
tion, and the intentions are to secure some of the 
best horses in training to carry the stable’s colors. 
Five yearlings were purchased at the recent sales 
at a cost of $45,100, and the three-year-old Sen- 
nings Park was secured at private sale for $25,000. 
Ticket was bought from Andrew Miller, and nego- 
tiations are in progress looking for the transfer of 
a couple of other high-class racers. The chestnut 
yearling colt by Celt — Sand Dune was the highest 
priced yearling purchased. He cost his new owners 
$22,500 and is considered by sbrew^ Judges as one 
of the handsomest individuals offered at Uhe recent 
Mies. H. is an upstanding, rangy sort of a young- 
ster, and on his breeding be should certainly be 
n stayer. He was secured only after spirited com- 
petition with Commander J. K. D. Koss and Samuel 
I). Riddle. 

T. J. Harmon, trainer for the Kentucky Stable, 
will look after the care of the horses for Mr. 
Waterbury, and Phil T. Chinn will act in an ad- 
visory capacity. As yet no rider has been secured 
for the stable, but a first-class jockey will be con- 
tracted for before next spring. The yearlings have 
already been shipped to the Himyar Farm in Ken- 
tucky, which has been leased by Qhinn. 

Jack Hare Jr., which was making his first ap- 
pearance of the year in the Burnt Hills Handicap, 
ran a creditable race. Tlie colt was operated upon 
with the hope of imi>roving his wind and the opera- 
tion, judging by his showing in this race, has 
evidently been a success. The colt looks in grand 
condition bodily, and needs but a race or two to 
round him back to the splendid form he displayed 
as u two and three-year-old. 

BUlfOR OF TRACK NEAR BUFFALO. 

There is quite a delegation here from Buffalo 
for the meeting. They are enthusiastic race-goers 
and it Is understood that a si-heme is on foot to 
bring the sfiort buck in Krie t'ounty. Rumor has it 
tiiat a comiHiny has already been formed and that 
$S(iU,0U0 has bi-en pledged for the building of a 
modem and up-to-date course. A site has already 
l>een selected and tlie location is said to be in the 
vicinity of where the Kenilworth Park track was. 
With the high cost of material and labor it is un- 
likely tiiat work on the plant will begin before 
1921, but at all events Bnffaloiiians will have a 
rac«* Course of tlieir own in the near future. 

Tiie iiorses that K. A. Cloptun left in Maryland 
last spring have been siiipiied from the Devers 
fami to Havre de Grace course, where tliey joined 
tlie division siiipiied from Emiiire City to the Mary- 
land truck. The stable numbers fifteen head. It 
is uiiderstoud that a half dozen yearlings will be 
added to the string and tiie entire band will be 
siiipiied to the Jefferson Park track in New Or- 
leans at the conclusion of the laiurel meeting. 

William P. Biggs, wlio is here in the interests 
of the laturel and Pimlico meeting, predicts that 
tiie Timonium fair this year will be the biggest 
tiling of its kind ever held in Maryland. Duriqg 
the summer the fair association made many im- 
provements to its plant and purchased five addi- 
tibiiul acres, which will be used as a parking space 
for automobiles. The grandstand was moved back 
fifteen feet, adding that much more room to the 
lawn. Besides $50,000 was expended on the con- 
struction of an exhibition building for the housing 
of livestock. Another building was erected which 
will be nsed to judge cattle and sheep. It is a sort 
of an amphitlieater affair and the idea is to use 
it at different times to hold sales of blue blooded 
stock. This building will be donated at any time 
at a nominal cost to the breeders in Maryland for 
ilaily offering of seven races. Purses of $300 will 
be added in four of the races, two of $400 and one 
of $500. Bteeplechasing, which is popular with the 
Maryland people, will be featured at the fair. 

Burney Oldfield, who has been here since the 
o|iening of the meeting, left for bis home in Cleve- 
land last night. Oldfield is now in the tire business 
and has retired as a driver. He is still as enthu- 
siastic a race-goer as ever and will be back in NeV 
York for tlie sport some time in October.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y„ August 14.— Now 
that R. T. Wilson’s three-year-old Hannibal has 
demonstrated he is not pverse to racing on a fast 
and. hard track he can be considered a decided factor 
in the tliree-year-old division. In beating War 
Pennant so easily lie is entitled to more than ordl-, 
nary distinction, for did not War Pennant establish 
bis standing when he pushed out Naturalist and 
Star Master to their limit to beat him a few days 
ago? It is doubtful, liowever, if War Pennant Is 
decidedly at his best, for many timM his trainer, 
Guy Bedwell, has declared him to be a superior 
horse to either Billy Kelly or §lr Barton. This 
fact he has shown more than once in his private 
trials. 

The change in disposition of Hannibal from a 
pronounced mud performer as a two-yenr-old to a 
rare good fast track colt can probably be credited 
to tbe untiring care and attention his trainer, Tom 
Healey, has given the colt. In the early spring 
of 1918 R. T. Wilson declared he had a good h<M?se 
In Hannibal, but he never came up to his owner’s 
predictions, excepting when he beat Terentia in the 
Saratoga Special last year over a heavy course, 
and prior .to that when be won the Keene Memorial 
at Belmont Park, also over a heavy coarse. These 
records show that either his legs or feet bothered 
him last year on a fast track. Tom Healey has 
evidently diagnosed liis case and become its master. 

liunnibal Won his race from tbe drop of the hat 
yesterday, and so impressively that lie looms up 
as a factor with Purchase in future races for 
three-year-olds. He covered a mile in 1:37 without 
being extended. In thn Saratoga Handicap, on the 
opening day, Purchase ran the first mile in 1:38 
with only one pound more on his back than Hanni- 
bal carried. Purchase was never fully extended In 
his race, neither was Hannibal. Both are eligible 
for tlie Saranac Handicap, at a mile, to be run 
August 20; tbe Huron Handicap on August 26, at 
a mile and three-sixteenths, and the Saratoga Cup, 
at a mile and three-quarters, on August 30, tbe clos- 
ing day of the meeting. 

Starter Cassidy’s physician reports his patient’s 
condition favorable and be will probably be at his 
post tomorrow, in ease he has sufficiently recovereil. 
However, James Milton has been sent for and is 
now on his way here to substitute until Cassidy is 
available. 

That Clarence Mackay is retiring from the turf 
is assured from tbe fact that be recently has sold 
his entire breeding establishment in France, in- 
cluding his stallion Fits Herbert. Chas. Hill, who 
has acted as agent for Mr. Mackay for several 
years, said that tbe French estate had been entirely 
disposed of, including tbe grounds and all the 
stock, within the past tliirty days.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y.. August 14.— Not 
since the days of the undefeated Colin a dozen years 
ago has the .\merican turf seen as good a two- 
year-old as Man o’ War. 'Tliis is the universal 
opinion of practically every horseman spoken to on 
tlie subject. Man o’ War’s defeat by Upset de- 
tracts little from his record, as he conceded Mr. 
Whitney’s colt fifteen iiounds in weight and tliere 
is not an individual who watched the running of 
the Sanford Memorial Stakes closely but who will 
declare the defeat of Man o’ War was due to a 
combination of causes, coming one after another, as 
if the colt was battling with fate. From tlie 
moment Pettingill raised the barrier, with Man o’ 
War all tangled up, the trouble began, and con- 
tinued until the final sixteenth, at which point the 
son of Fair Play had bis first chance at a clear 
path. But it was too late, the race was over. 
Loftus did all be could with whip and heel, and 
Man o’ War was just as anxious to carry bis rider 
to victory. Both strived in the most resolute 
fashion, and while Man o’ War was vanquished he was 
not disgraced. Tliough defeated the plaudits of the 
crowd were in honor of Samuel D. Riddle’s great 
colt. The majority of good judges wlio witnessed 
yesterday’s race firmly believe that bad not Loftus 
been caught napping at the start Man o’ War 
would still be undefeated. All agree t)iat be is a 
wonderful colt, even better than was tbe great 
Billy Kelly last year at this time.

Woodtrap plodded on, 
and catching the others tiring in the stretch landeil 
in third place. • Miller Henderson tliouglit highly 
of Grundy’s chances in the race, and In addition 
to losing a substantial wager he lost the horse when 
Steve Judge claimed him for $4,300. Grundy was 
entered for $2,200. 

Tile 'fourth ■ race, at one mile, which branght to- 
gether fillies and mares, proved tbe most exciting 
contest of the afternoon, with Rose d’Or getting 
the verdict in a close finish. The winner was an 
outstanding favorite, with the W, R. (3»e pair, 
composed of Terentia and Herodias, next In esteem. 
Ormonda, the only other starter, came in for quite 
some attention by a smart element. At the out- 
set it appeared as if the favorite would be beaten 
off, for she followed lengths back of all, with 
Herodias and her stable companion showing tlie 
wa.v. At the half mile ground Ormonda* moved up 
with a rush and displaced the gray flUy out of the 
lead and promised well at this stage, for tlie 
favorite was still far back.

The Kentucky 
owned Arrow Point threatened during the early 
running to win easily, but quit badly in the last 
eighth. Sammy, the favorite, acted badly at the 
post and was much used there in several break- 
aways. 

DISASTROUS DAT FOR THE TALENT. 

It was another disastrous day for the followers 
of favorites, as Wyoming and Rose d’Dr were the 
only two pronounced choices that managed to lead 
their opiionents home. , 

Weather conditions mitigated against the sport 
and were responsilile for a reduction in the attend- 
ance. As a result of tbe early rains and slight 
showers of tlie afternoon the coarse continued 
muddy, but excellent time was recorded In most of 
the dashes.

NEW ORLEANS, La., August 14. — Rapid strides 
are being made by the Business Men’s Racing Asso- 
ciation in making the Fair Grounds a brand new 
plant. Half of the City Park race track grand- 
stand has been removed to Its new hbme, 3,500 car- 
loads of selected river sand has been hauled from 
the old City Park race track to the Fair Grounds, 
3,500 carloads of cinders have been spread iiikiii 
roads, ditches have been dug, drainage pipes put in, 
old barns tom down and contracts have been let 
■for all manner of improvements. 

Gronnd was broken the other day npon the foun- 
dation for the City Park grandstand, half of wlileli— 
the wooilwork — already is stacked beside the site 
of the old Fair Grounds stand, which W'as destroyed 
hy fire, awaiting to be put in place. It was found 
impracticable to erect the stand on the backstretoli. 

The contract for the removal of tlie City Park 
stand provides it to be in its new place by Oc- ' 
tober .5. This, the board of directors of the Basl- 
ness Men’s Raring Association believes, will give 
ample time for Oie vast improvements which are 
to be made inside the new structure. 

An inspection of the City Park grandstand since 
it is being taken down divulges the fact that its 
lumber was almost in perfect condition. Con- 
tractors estimate there is $1.50,000 worth of lum- 
ber in the stand. In fact, when “turley” Br»wn 
threatcncil to reopen City Park and started in 
1916 to fix np- the plant it was pronounced then 
that the stand was in perfect condition. 

As the City Park stand will be put up in tlie 
same spot as the cwiginal Fair Grounds stand, the 
famous quarter-mile straightaway in the stretch 
will come back into Us, own. At first, last winter. 
It was believed the shortening of the stretch would 
work to advantage, because it would eliminate 
crowding at the first tnrn in mile races. However, 
it was discovered there was as much crowding 
as ever, and many times the best horse was beaten 
becanse, after being straightened out in the drive 
for home, he did not liave time to catch the leaders. 

On the site now occupied by the temporary stand, 
which was constructed in three days last winter, 
will be built a long open-air stand, which will be 
known as “sun bleachers.” This is sure to prove 
a popular spot on sunshiny days. 

OBANDSTAMD SEATDra CAPACITY 8,000. 

Then, when the City Park stand Is np, five tiers 
of seats will be built into its too expansive prome- 
nade at the top, and this will increase the seating 
capacity of the stand to 8,000, It is estimated. Tlie 
clubhouse will be built inside the new stand. 

The flooring of the “palm garden,” as the belting 
hall is styled, will be of wood, as it was 
last year. This wood flooring will be one of the 
many moves which the Business Men’s Racing 
Association will make to fight chills, colds and 
influenza, if the last-named disease attempts to 
stage a come-back this year. 

The stand will be raised considerably higher than 
it was at City Park, and the lawn in front will be 
terraced down to the rail, so a view of the races con 
be obtained from any spot. 

City Park’s old paddock will be moved over and 
transformed into an immense barn, which will 
occupy tk conspicuous position near tlie Gentilly 
avenue gate. Half a dozen other barns will be 
In the course of eonstruction within a few days, and 
the roof of every bam on the track is being ripped 
off. Several new roofs have been put on. 

A force of 200 men is at work daily at City 
Park and the Fair Grounds. Digging ditches, mak- 
ing roads and putting in drainage, keeps this force 
busy. The infield is being leveled off, and three 
dead trees have been cut down. It Is intended 
to make a big flower garden in the infield directly 
opposite the grandstand. Shell roads and walks 
will run all through the infield. 

NEW DRAINAGE SYSTEX INSTALLED. . 

The track proiier has been dug out all about 
that section on the backstreteh where the bad .siaits 
were last year and new sand put on. Tlie vast 
improvement in drainage, it is said, alrcad.v has 
eliminated the possibility of water stiiinling on the 
track anywhere. The track will lie built up much 
higher Uian it ever has been, and will la: graded 
and cared for by an expert track man. 

An “umbrella” rail will be put up on tin- inside. 
This rail slants in toward the center of the track 
from its base, and will prevent Imrses .striking 
their legs on the posts as they run by close to 
the rail. 

According to manager R. S. Eildy, tlie Business 
Men’s Racing Association will show an entirely dif- 
ferent looking plant when the 1920 season is ush- 
ered In January 1. Manager Eddy and president 
B. C. McClellan will leave in a week or two for 
Saratoga, where they expect to convince the higher 
class of horsemen tliat there is a new race course 
in New Orleans and a plant which will rank with 
the best in the country. 

Transportation facilities will be 100 per cent bet- 
ter than they ever have been. Manager Eddy 
says. He has taken np with General Manager 
Bleecker of the railways company tlie problem of 
better street car service to and from the Fair 
Grounds and Mr. Bleecker has assured him of full 
co-operation. 

R. S. Eddy has resigned from the board of direc- 
tors to become manager, and Louis N. Lang, who 
wa^ the power behind the force which put up tlie 
tehi^rai-y stand at the Fair Grounds in three days 
last year, has been chosen to take Eddy’s place.

Qni.e apart from tlie propriety of meeting the 
wislies of (amstituted authority in the matter, the 
<anirse of the Canadian Racing Associations in de- 
ciding not to consider the resumption of racing 
tliis year lia$ several things to commend it. It will 
serve to indicate to some extent the distinction be- 
tween the legitimate racing dubs and the ephemeral 
organizations that simply take advantage of loose 
IMditieal conditions to make hay while the sun shines 
for them, that have no permanent status and no 
rei-ognition from the general governing bodies of 
the turf, either at home or abroad. 

In addition, the official arrival of peace is not 
Itossible until a time at which no fitting program of 
racing could be given in Canada. Horses aplenty — 
of a <-ertain grade — could be had even for winter 
racing, hut it has been the aim of the Canadian 
Racing .\ssociations* courses to present tlie best in 
training, not merely to have a number in a contest. 
For tlie accomilishment of tliis puriais** rich purses 
are necessary, and for the autumn m^ason engage- 
ments are long ago made with a view to competi- 
tion for the generous offerings in Maryland and 
Kentucky, the rewards for success being far greater 
in tli«*s<‘ states than on the courses about New 
York. 

GOOD ONES ONLT ARE WANTED. 

This will go far to reconcile to their disappoint- 
ment many race-goers who had exis*cted to enjoy 
their favorite sport some time this year.. If they 
«-an’t see the goisl ones they are not interested in 
the relative merits of those of no’ {larticular class. 

The purchase of the Devonshire race course at 
Windsor by the Thoroughbred Htwse Association, 
wliieli has gone so far that an option has been taken, 
would be a curious finish to the ill-starred decision 
of the Canadian branch of the association to race 
at the oiM-ning meeting at that track, when, by fol- 
lowing different ••oiinsel, the track would probabjy^ 
have gone out of existence in a short time. Just at 
pres*-nt the purchase of any racing property in Can- 
ada, however cheap, involves a large element of 
risk. The Thoroughbred Horse Association in its 
present action is following the line along which it 
pr<M-eedeil in Kentucky and in Maryland, to the end 
that the racing properties should come into the 
IuiikIs of kM-al ownership that thought more of the 
racing than of the opportunity of getting rich 
Muiekly. 

It does not itself assume any such relation to the 
tracks with which ft deals, but is simply the finan- 
I'ial bridge over which the passage from an undesir- 
able to a desirable condition of affairs is made. The 
extinction of Devonshire as a racing property might 
even be considered as a more beneficial end than its 
eontinneil use.* The thing to be thankful for is 
that if the Thoroughbred Horse Association plan 
g<M‘s through, Devonshire will be utilised for the 
l«‘;iefit of racing in general, not for its injury.
